FROM THE PLAINS 


We find the following letter 
fiom Mr. fi I N. Patterson, late ed- 
itor and publisher of the Oquawka 
Spectator, m the Placer Times of 
the 31st ult. 

Dear Sir—Presuming that your 
interesting sheet is one of the 
principal mediums of communica- 
ung intelligence to your eastern 
cotemporaries concerning immi- 
giants to the modern Ophir, I take 
the liberty of addressing a line,de- ; 
Luling a few incidents of crossing 
the “Plains ” i 

I started with a large company 
from Oyuawka, Ihinois, fitted out 
With four horse teams. We left 
the Missouri river on the 26th of 
Apul, from Council Bluffs Up 
the Platte, a country destitute of 
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timber, we made a quick trip to 
Fort Laramie; although we had 
no grass whatever, the dead grass 
having been burned by the ımmı- 
grants ahead of us! Who these 
men, these friends of their fellows, 
were, I could not learn. From 
Fort Laramie we found an excel- 
lent road across the Black Hills;— 
up the Sweetwater, a beautiful 
steam, we had no difficulty what- 
ever: across the Rocky Mountains 
we found good gass all the way, 
and had a rain storm every day 
(This will seem almost incredible 
to last year’s immigrants ) On 
arriving at “Fiemont’s Place of 
Mountains” we struck; Hudspeth’s 
Cut-off, a delightful road, travers- 
ing the most romantic regions I 
ever traveled. Fiom Raft River 
to the far-famed Humbolt we inet 
with no se1lous obstruction, but 
the trip fiom Stony Point to El 
Dorado, I venture to say will not 
Joon be forgotttn Here- I wit- 
nessed more of suffering than I 
wish to look npon again; men 
who had never before known 
want, having lost their horses 
fiom the debtihtating effects of 
the alkaline waters of the Hum- 
boldt, were forced to buy provis- 
1ons at enormous rates—to walk 
night and day over dusty roads 
and parched plains, some, again, 
were entirely destitute of both 
provisions and money, and were 
forced to beg and even steal c- 
nough to keep alive the vital 
spark iI will enumerate but afew 
individual cases I saw a party 
of young men who had subsisted 
for six days on a few pounds of 
coffee, one man from Wisconsin 
having lost his provisions in cross- 
ing Green river, lived for two 
weeks cn four pounds of pilot 
bread But enough of this Suf- 
fice it to say, when on the Sierra 
Nevada, even some of those who 
had been heretofore well supphed, 
having lost by theft, were com- 
pelled to dispose of horses for flour, 


at the rate of a horse for ten 
pounds. I saw several horses 
which had the steaks taken from 
them—some men, who possessed 
too much honesty to steal, being 
forced to this Our company all 
came through safely, however,be- 
ing only reduced to`short allow- 
ance on the Nevada 

Theingury wall very naturally 
be made, what was the cause of 
all this suffering? My answer is, 
that the immigrants, generally. 
this year started with not enough 
provisions, mostly expecting to 
make the trip in a much shortei 
tıme than it was accomplished in. 
Again, many persons took the 
“Lawson” o “Greenhorn cut-off,” 
and ın 1eturning again to the old 
route, lost much time 

My noteis hastily written, and 
I have omitted many ieidents 
which might be deemed interest- 
ing by those who have never ta- 
ken the tip. [have said nothing 
of the immense destruction of 
property; swimming rivers and 
wading in alkih sloughs for grass; 
the natural music of the plas; 
the serenading of the mosquitoes; 
the lonely waste, with no trace of 
any green thing, except, perhaps, 
a few gold-smitten immigrants — 
Let these things be buned in the

TRANSFERRING ENGRAV- 
INGS. 

According to the paragraph 10 
the Builder, a British periodical, 
engravings may be transferred or 
multiphed ina very simple and 
curious manner, worthy of exam- 
jnation by scientific men, though 
the aid of starch and 1odine. The 
paragraph directs the engiaving to 
be placed ‘for a few seconds,’ over 
the vapour of iodine, which, it 
states, ‘has the property of fixing 
on the black parts, or ink of the 
engraving, but not on the white 
or unprinted parts of the paper. 
T'o take an impression from an en- 
graving thus 1odized,nothing more 
is necessary than to dip a slip of 
white paper ‘m a weak solution of 
Starch, and when dry, to lay the 
paper on the iodized engraving, 
and place them fora few minutes 
ander a press’ The Builder char- 
‘acterizes this as an important dıs- 
covery, yet m its infancy. The 
idea is at all events a very pretty 
and ingenious one; and meri of 
science will perceive that it 1s suse 
ceptible of various modifications,

Axswerr —Dropping all philosophic, and 
chemie technies, we will presume it under- 
stood by all, that when we draw a portion of 
the air in eur lungs, the lungs retain the hf 
giving principle of that portion of the arr sa 
drawn, to quicken the blood and Guids of our 
bodies; and that portion which ts not rctain- 
ed, Lut thrown out of the lungs, is dead m 
its nature, and being lighter then the com- 
mon air, rises to the tep of the rocm. I. 
public buildings, such as lecture roome, 
school houses, &e, where a great number 
of lungs are assembled, nearly all the good 
properties of the atmospliere are soon rece- 
ed and retained by the Iungs,and where ther 
are no ventilatora,the room is ston fled with 
dead arr, and the inmates of the rom begin 
to grow dull, drowsy, and muct.ve, and fain. 
ting frequently follows, till the mavu satis 
removed to the fresh air, from which the life 
giving principle is again imparted to the 
lungs, and the fainting ceases; whereas iC 
fresh air was not admitted in such cases, 
famting would continue and death follow.— 
A high room is a safety against such acci- 
dents, as there is more space to contain air, 
ard the bad air can rise the hiker fiom the 
occupantsef the room. During the heat or 
simmer, and atall times when the surround- 
mg atmosphere is warm encugh for the com 
fort of the people, without! artificaal hect, a 
top ventdator is the best; andif the room be 
arched, in the top of the arch; then the dead 
air can entirely leave the room as fast as i 
leaves the lungs, anda pure healthy atmo~- 
phere alone is pres.nt but when the weather 
isso cold as to require a fire, cither ina 
chimney or stove, side ventilators are the 
best, so that a gentle current of pure air may 
pass into the room on one side, and a mitture 
of pure and impure air may pass out on the 
other side, the ventilators being lucaied bi- 
tween the top of the windows and ceiling, or 
between the stratas of the living and dead 
ar, thus keeping the air sufficiently pure to 
mahe the room tolerably healthy, and pie- 
serving in the rooma good portion of the 
heat arisiny from the fire, so that the whole 
body may be comfortably warm 

If the ventilator be on the top, when the 
room is heated by a fire, the heat of the fire

President Joseph Young laid 
before the congregation the object 
of the meeting; stafing, that ata 
previous meeting, they had voted 
unanimously to build a Hall; gave 
his views respecting the same,and 
piesented tickets, representing 
shares of five dollars each, to be 
taken by individuals making them 
stockholders. 

President Brigham Young sug- 
gested that the title of the Hall be 
altered from Seventies Intelh- 
gence Hall, to ‘the Seventies Hall 
of Science,’ and the shares be m- 
creased fiom five to twenty-five 
dollars each, he then spoke of the 
manner of constiuction—churches 
and halls im various counties— 
and of the best manner of con- 
structing this, so as to seat the 
greatest number of persons and not 
obstiuct the voice of the speak- 
er—when 

It was moved that the name of 
the Hall be called, “The Seven- 
ties Hall of Science,” caned

President B. Young called for 
names to be given in, whereupon 
two hundred and eight persons 
subscribed, making five thousand 
two hundred dollars!

He afterwards filled a mission 
with good success in Pennsylvania 
and several of the eastern states, 
as appears from his journal 

On the 17th of May, 1844, he 
was ordained to the high priest- 
hood by Prests. B Young, H. C. 
Kimball and W. Richards, and li- 
censed same date, as recorded in 
record oflicenses, book A.p 126. 

After this he filled a mission te 
England of near two years, mag- 
nifying his calling and returning 
with honor. 

He was next appointed to pre- 
side over a numerous branch of 
the church in St. Louis, Mo., 
which he filled with diligence and 
ina faithful manner for near 10 
months. After this he was found 
among the camp of the saints who 
first settled in this valley, and was 
counsellor to the bishop of the 14 
ward at the time of his death 

Elder Stratton’s last mission 
was to search out the best road to 
Zion, and lead the saints therein 
during the fall of 1850. 

His exposures, during his last 
mission, amid the frosts and chil- 


_ling blasts of the mountains prob- 


«bly tended to fasten disease upon 
his system, and thus he his endur- 
ed to the end; spent the vigor of 
life and the strength of manhood 
11 the service of his God; and, at 
just laid dawn his hfe for his 
brethren.

In his sickness he suffered much, 
beged often to be suffered to de- 
part, and died with an assurance 
of eternal life and usefulness in 
his masters employ. 

Thus another of the latter day 
priesthood has joined his brethren 
behind the veil, to proclaim the 
acceptable year of the “Lord, to 
preach deliverance to the captive, 
and the opemng of the prison to 
them that are bound.

Inferences from Dr. Beaumont’s 
experiments and observations; 
the inferences are given in his 
own words, and the italics also 
are his, 

The following inferences were 
deduced, by Dr. Beaumont, from 
along and mteresting course of 
experiments, which he made with 
Alexis St. Martin, who had an ar- 
tificial opening into the stomach, 
through which every thing could 
be seen that took place during the 
progress of healthy digestion. By 
these experiments, almost every 
important point connected with 
the process of digestion 1s illustra- 
ted, and those of our readers who 
have not met with these inferen- 
ces, will derive from them much 
valuable information: 

1. That hunger is the effect of 
distention of the vessels that se- 
ciete the gastric juice. 

2. That the process of masétt- 
cation, insalivation, and degluti- 
tion, in an abstract point of view, 
do not in any way affect the di- 
gestion of the food; or, in other 
words, when food is introduced di- 
rectly nto the stomach in a finely 
divided state, without these pre- 
vious steps, it 1s as readily and as 
perfectly digested as when they 
have been taken. 

3. That saliva does not possess 
the properties of an alimentary 
solvent 

4, That the agent of chymifi- 
cation 1s the gastric juice. | 

5. That the pure gastric juice 1s 
fluid, clear, and transparent; with- 


out odor; alittle salt; and perfect- 
ly acid. 

6. That it contains free muriat- 
tc acid, and some other active 
chymical principles. 

7. That it is never found free 
in the gastric cavity; but is always 
excited to discharge itself by the 
introduction of food or other irri- 
tants 

8. That ıt is secreted from ves- 
sels distinct from the mucous fol- 
licles. 

9. That it is seldom obtained 
pure, but is generally mixed with 
mucus, and sometimes with saliva. 
When pure, it is capable of bemg 
kept for months, and perhaps for 
years. 

10. That it coagulates albu- 
men, and afterward dissolves the 
coagule. 

11. That ıt checks the progress 
of putrefaction. 

12. That it acts as a solvent of 
food, and‘alters 1ts properties. 

13. That, like other chymical 
agents, 1t commences its action on 
food as soon as ıt comes mm contact 
with it. 

14. That it is capable of com- 
bining with a certain and fixed 
quantity of food, and when more 
alment is presented for its action 
than it will dissolve, disturbance 
of the stomach, or “indigestion,” 
will ensue. ` : 

15. That its action 1s facilitated 
by the warmth and motions of the 
stomach. 

16. That ıt becomes intimately 
mired and blended with the inges- 
te in the stomach by the motions 
of that organ. 

17. That it is invariably the 
same substance, modified only by 
admixture with other fluids. 

18. That the motions of the 
stomach produce a constant churn- 
tng of its contents, and admizture 
of food and gastric juice, 

19. That these motions are in 
two directions, transversely and 
longitudinaly 
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20 That no other fluid produ- 
ces the same effect on food that 
- gastric juice does; and that it is 
only solvent of aliment. 

21. That the action of the sto- 
mach and its fluids is the same on 
all kinds of diet. 

22. That solid food, of a certain 
mixinre, 1s easier of digestion than 
Jiuids. 

23. That animal and farina- 
ecous aliments are more easy of 
digestion than vegetable. 

24. That the susceptibility of 
digestion does not, however, de- 
pend altogether upon natural or 
chyna gl distinctions, 

25. That digestion is facilitated 
by minuteness of ‘division, and 
tenderness of fibre; and retarded 
by opposite qualities. 

26. That the ultimate princi- 
ples of aliment are always the 
same, from whatever food they 
may be obtained. 

27 That chyme is homogeneous, 
but vatiable in its coler and con- 
sistence. 

28. That, towards the latter 
stages of chymufication, it becomes 
more acid and stimulating, and 
passes more rapidly from the sto- 
mach. 

29. That the inner coat of the 
stomach 1s of a pale pink color, 
varying in its hues according to its 
full or empty state. 

30. That, in health,it is sheath- 
ed with mucus. 

31. That the appearance of the 
interior of the stomach tn disease, 
is essentially differert from that of 
its healthy state. 

32. That stimulating condi- 
ongs are injurious to the healthy 
stomach. 

33. That the use of ardent spir- 
i's always produces disease of the 
stomach if persevered in. 

31 That water, ardent spirits, 
a.d most other flaéds, are not af- 
fected by the gastric Juice, but 
s3 from the stomach soon after 
ey have been received. 

33 That the quantity of food 
ceneially taken is more than the 
wants of the system require; and 
Letsuch excess, 1f persevered in, 
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generally produces, not only func- 
tional aberration, but disease of 
the coats of the stomach. . 

36. That bulk as well as nutri- 
ment, ıs necessary to the articles 
of diet. 

37. That bile is not ordinarıly 
found in the stomach, and is noč 
commonly neccssary for the diges- 
tion of food; but, ` 

38. That when oily food has 
been used, it assists 1ts digestion. 

39. That oily food is difficult 
of digestion, though ıt contains a 
large proportion of the nutrient 
principles. 

40. That the digestibility ofal- 
iment does not depend upon the 
quantity of nutrient principles 
that it contains. 

41. That the natural tempera- 
ture of the stomach is about 100° 
Fahrenheit. 

42. That the temperature is zot 
elevated by the ingestion of food. 

43. That erercise elevates the 
temperature; and that sleep or rest, 
in a recumbent position, depresses 
it. 

44, That gentle exercise facili- 
tates the digestion of food. 

45. -That the time required for 
that purpose 1s various, depending 
upon the quantity and quality of 
the food, state of the stomach,&c ; 
but that the time ordinarily re- 
quired for the disposal of a moder- 
ate meal of the fibrous parts of 
meat, with bread, &c., is from 
three to three and a half hours.

\Laresr From CaLirornia.—It was with 
great pleasure that we were permitted to 
shake hands with our old friend, Gen Rich, 
in the midst of hs own domestic circle, in our 
city, on Tuesday evening, 12th instant We 
found the General healthy and cheerful, and 
as natural as hfe He was accompanied from 
Califorma by bro O P Rockwell, and about 
51 others, mostly brethren, of whose names 
we have mot learned many There have 
been great changes in Califormia since bro 
Lyman left, the cause in part may be seen 
by the following extract of a letter from elder 
George Cannon to Mr Joseph Cam, dated, 


Middle Fork, Sept 26, 1850 
Saturday last ıt commenced 
raining, and we were not able to 
do anything in the claim; Sunday 
was fine, and Monday the river 
had so raised that work could not 
be done, but this night 1t descen- 
ded in torrents without ntermiss- 
ion all night; Tuesday evening 
the stream rose several feet in a 
few minutes, it carned everything 
before ıt with irresistable force;— 
rockers, pumps, boards, ete , etc , 
floated past; from all accounts ev- 
ery dam on the river suffered.— 
Poor Edgar Gibson is dead, also, 
brs Tuttle and Burnham have 
died since you left 
This freshet caused a great suspension of 
gold digging, throughout the country, on the 
stream, and deranged business generally, as 
a deluge of rain, at an unusual time, durmg 
the dry season, necessarily must. While 
the waters were up, all business was suspen- 
ded, and when they abated there was not 
time to repair the dams, and get much advan- 
tage therefrom,before the annual rainy season 
would commence; consequently, there was 
little left for the miners and others to do, but 
gamble away what httle they had, and those 
who had nothing, had nothing to do but steal, 
rob, play at cut-throat, and such hke social 
games, hoping to get something to satisfy 
hunger, winch was very naturally fecling af- 
tera great many, solong as their pockets 
were empty And although one, two, three, 
four, or five murders per day were reported 
in the territory, and no mans life or property 
were safe during a nights sleep, the General 
remarked that he had ‘not heard of the first 
capital pumshment haying been inflicted by 
the legal authorities’ So far as has been 
reported to us from varous sources, it 18 gen- 
erally supposed, that the authoritative pow- 
ers of Califorma, are in possession of too 


much property, and are engaged in too much 
busineas of their own, to devote much time 
to the public good, while only such petty 
crimes as burglary, arson, theft, robbery,and 
killing are concerned; hence no wonder, if 
every man should be for himself, and the 
Devil for the rest of them, so long as wluskey 
abounds, and the teeth of hunger are sharp- 
ened by abstmence Foods plenter at the 
mines than means to obtain it, Wany would 
be glad to go home, but have not means}— 
many will probably go to the Sandwich Isl- 
ands to winter, many will doubtless sicken 
and die, as others have done, leaving their 
wives. widows, and their children, fatherless; 
and many more, who can neither die, nor get 
away, nor get food sufficient, must in all pro- 
babihty, suffer exceedingly 

Among the rich,genteel,and refined, drink- 
ing and gambling, gambhng and drinking, 
are the popular exercises from morning to 
evening, and from evening to morning, and 
this is the way great fortunes are lost and 
won, or our informants are entirely mista- 
ken 

One of the first arrivals of the train, was 
Mr T Goodale, who delivered our despatch- 
es in California last summer, and who, im- 
mediately on arrival, presented us with the 
Daily Alta Cahforma, Extra, Tuesday, 2 0’- 
clock, Sept 17, which gives an account of 
ta fourth terrible conflagration” ın San Fran- 
cisco, the presentseason The fire commen- 
ced in the Philadelphia Home, about’ a m. 
and swept off several squares The Pacific 
News Office, lost every thing, even to its 
books, about 225 buildings burned, loss es- 
timated 250,000 to $1,000,000. The Alta, 
Extra, says, “our latest dates from Washing- 
ton only come down to the time when the 
Omnibus Bull was slayed, decapula- 
ted, dissected, and then buried, with the sin- 
gle exception of what pertained to Utah, the 
Deseret of the Mormons” We are notable 
to divine what great things have been done 
for the‘Deseret of the Mormons,’ unless it 
be well, we wont pretend to guess 
now, as the above Extra is all we have re» 
ceived, possible we may get another by 
spring, and learn without guessing 

The above we have penned from the best 
information we could obtain, and will be 
gratified with any corrections or addition 
from any of our friends just arnved 

Gen Rich’s train lost not a man on the 
route, neither had they a horse stolen,though 
the Indians followed them in large numbers 
on Mary’s river, and for near 400 miles — 
The General met tuo men of the company 
of 10 emigrants who last left this place, and 
passed the cut-off, the two returned with the 
General, and on the way found three of their 
companions killed, probably with ball and 
powder, with some cutting and scalping, and 
stul further bn found where the remainder of 
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the 10 had probably had a fight with Indians 
but found not the bodies. Thus men suffer 
foe despising good counsel. The Indians are 
mumerous, savage, and bold cowards on Ma- 
ry's river. 

Should not the next mail bring a prospect 
ef some favorable action of Congress towards 
California, many are thinking favorably of 
Independence.

THE DIFFERENT COLOR 
- OF THE JEWS. 
Although the Jews becomes the 
subject of every form of govern- 
ment—from the autocracy of A- 
merica—he retains his theocratic 
creed. Neither barbarism the most 
rude, nor civilization the most re- 
fined, have succeeded in altering 
his peculiar countenance; for in 
the back woods of the New World, 
and at the courts of the British 
Sovereign, he is instantly known 
Time, that changes all things else, 
seems to stay his rough hand when 
he approaches the Jew. Compare 
his lineaments when sculptured in 
marble, and cast ın bronze—for 
the arch medal of Titus still exists 
—with those of the living Jew, 
and be convinced of the unchange- 
ableness; his permanence of phy- 
siognomy is evidently traceable to 
a supernatural cause which pre- 
vents the usual modification of 
feature, in order to accomplish an 
important .object. Into this it is 
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not our province now to enter, yet climates that ever froxe an Esqui- 


we cannot help remarking that the 
Jew ıs a witness not of one truth, 
but of many truths. Marvellous- 
ly does he illustrate the consisten- 
cy of the orgmal umity of man 
with the most extensive diversity. 
His features have been cast in an 
eternal mould, but ‘us color is de- 
pendent on outward causes. Nat- 
ural law is forbidden te operate on 
the one, but left to take its course 
with respect to the other. A fix- 
ed phisiognomy declares the unity 
of the people, while their diversity 
of complexion as distinctly mani- 
fests the influence of climate.— 
Every shade of color clothes with 
its livery the body of a Jew, 
from the jet black of the Hindoo 
to the ruddy white of the Saxon. 
The original inhabitant of Pales- 
tine was doubtless dusky skinned 
and dark haired; but the cooler 
sky and more temperate air of Po- 
land and Germany have substitu- 
ted a fair complexion and light 
hair. On the other hand, the 
scorching sun of India has curled 
and crisped his hair, and blacken- 
ed his skin, so that his features a- 
loue distinguish him physically 
from the native Hindoo. On the 
Malabar coast of Hindostan, aie 
two colonies of Jews—an old and 
young colony—separated by color. 
The elder colony are black, and 
the younger (dwelling in a town 
called Mattacheri) comparatively 
fair, so as to have obtamed the 
name of the “White Jews.” This 
difference is satisfactorily account- 
ed for by the former, having been 
subjected to the influence of the 
climate fora much longer time 
than the latter.—[British Quarter- 
ly Review.

To establish a Territorial Gevern- 
ment for Utah. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the 
Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of A- 
merica in Congress assembled, 
That all that part of the terntory 
of -the United States included 
within the followmg limits, to 
wit: bounded on the west by the 
state of California, on the north by 
the territory of Oregon, and on the 
east by the summit of the Rocky 
Mountains, and on the south by 
the thirty-seventh parallel of north 
latitude, be and the same ıs here- 
by, created into a temporary gov- 
ernment, hy the name of the tern- 
tory of Utah; and when admitted 
as a state, the said terntory, o any 
portion of the same, shall be re- 
ceived into the union, with or 
without slavery, as their constitu- 
tion may prescribe at the time of 
their admission: Provided, That 
nothing ın this act contained shall 
be construed to inhibit the govern- 
ment of the Umted States from 
dividing said territory into two 
of more territories, m such manner 
and at such times as congress shall 
deem convenient and proper, or 
from attaching any portion of said 
territory to any other state or ter- 
ntory of the United States. 

Sec, 2, And be it further enact- 
ed, That the executive power and 
authority in and over said territo- 
ty of Utah shall be vested in a go- 
Yernor, who shall hold his office 
for four years, and until Ins suc- 
cessor shall be appointed and qual- 
ified, unless sooner removed by 
the president of the United States. 
The governor shall reside within 
said territory, shall be commander- 
in-chief of the militia thereof,shall 
perform the duties and receive the 
emoluments of superintendent of 
Indian affairs, and shall approve all 
laws passed by the legislative as- 
sembly before they shall take ef- 
fect; he may grant pardons for of- 


Fa 


fences against the laws of said ter- 
ritory, and reprieves for offences 
against the laws of the United 
States until the decision of the 
president can be made known 
thereon; he shall commission all 
officers who shall be appoimted to 
office under the laws of the said ter- 
ritory, and shall take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed. 
Sec 3. And be it further enac- 
ted, That there shall be a secreta- 
ry of said terntory, who shall re- 
side therein, and hold his office for 
four years, unless sooner removed 
by the president of the United 
States; he shall record and pre- 
serve all the laws and proceedings 
of the legislative assembly herem- 
after constituted, and all the acts 
and proceedings of the governor m 
his executive department; he shall 
transmit one copy of the laws and 
one copy of the executive procee- 
dings, on or before the first day of 
December ın each year, to the 
president of the United States,and 
at the same time, two copies of the 
laws to the speaker of the house of 
representatives, and the president 
of the senate, for the use of con- 
gress. And in the case of the 
death, removal, 1esignation,or oth- 
er necessary absence of the gov- 
ernor from the territory, the secre- 
tary shall have, and he is hereby 
authorized and required to execute 
and perform, all the powers and 
duties of the governor durmg such 
vacancy or necessary absence, or 
until another governor shall be du- 
ly appointed to fill such vacancy. 
Sec. 4. And be it further enac- 
ted, That the legislative power 
and authority of said territory shall 
be vested in the governor anda 
legislative assembly. The legis- 
lative assembly shall consist of a 
council and house of representa- 
tives. The council shall consist 
of thirteen members, having the 
qualifications of voters as herem- 
after prescribed, whose term of 
service shall continue two years 


The house of representatives shall 
consist of twenty-six members, 
possessing the same qualifications 
as prescribed fer members of the 
council, and whose term of ser- 
vice shall continue one year. At 
apportionment shall be made, as 
nearly equal as practicable, among 
the several counties or districts, 
for the election of the council and 
house of representatives, giving to 
each section of the territory repre- 
sentation in the ratio of its popu- 
lation, Indians excepted, as nearly 
as may be. And the members of 
the council and of the house of re- 
presentatives shall.reside in, and 
be inhabitants of, the district for 
which they may be elected res- 
pectively. Previous to the first 
election, the governor shall cause 
a census or enumeration of the in- 
habitants of the several counties 
and districts of the territory to be 
taken, and the first election shall 
be held at such time and places, 
and be conducted in such manner, 
as the governor shall appoint ard 
direct; and he shall, at the same 
tıme, declare the number of mem- 
bers of the council and house of 
representatives to which each of 
the counties or districts shall be 
entitled under this act. The num- 
ber of persons authorized to bé 
elected having the highest number 
of votes in each of said council 
districts for members of the coun- 
cil shall be declared by the gov- 
ernor to be duly elected to the 
council; and the person or persons 
authorized to be elected having 
the highest number of votes for 
the house of representatives, equal 
to the number to which each 
county cr district shall be entitled, 
shall be declared by the governor 
to be duly elected members of the 
house of representatives: Provided, 
That in case of a tie between two 
or more persons-voted for, the go- 
vernor shall order anew election 
to supply the vacancy made by 
suchatie And the persons thus 
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elected to the legislative assembly 
shall meet at such place, and on 
such day, as the governor shall 
appoimt; but thereafter, the time, 
place, and manner of holdmg and 
conducting all elections by the 
people, and tho apportioning the 
representation in the several coun- 
ties or districts to the cauncil and 
house of 1epresentatives, according 
to population, shall be prescribed 
by law, as well as the day of the 
commencement of the regular ses- 
sions of the legislative assembly: 
Provided, That no cne session 
shall exceed the term of forty 
days. 

Sec 5. And be it further enac- 
ted, That every {ree white male 
ruhabitant above the age of tweu- 
ty-one years, who shall have been 
a resident of sawd terntory at the 
time of the passage of this act, 
shall be entitled to vote at the first 
election, and shall be eligible to 
any office Within the said teuitory; 
but the qualifications of voters and 
of holding office, at all subsequent 
elections, shall be such as shall Fe 
prescribed by the legislative as- 
sembly: Provided, That the right 
of sntiege and of holding office 
shall be exercised orly by citizens 
of the United States, including 
those reeegnized as citizens by the 
treaty with the republic of Mexi- 
‘co, concluded Tebruary second, 
eichteen hundred and forty-eight. 

Sec. 6 And be it fmther enoc- 
ted, That the legislative powe of 
said terutory stall extend to all 
rightful subjects of legtslation,cou- 
sistent with the constitution of the 
United States aud the provistous 
ef this act: but no law shall be 
passed ite:termg with the prima- 
ry dispesal of the soul; no tax shall 
he imposed upon the property of 
the United States; nor shall the 
lands ce other projerly of uon- 
‘residents be taxed nghe: than the 
lands or other property of residents 
AH the liws passed by the legisla- 
tive essembly and governor shall 
te submitted to the congress oi 
the United States, and af disap- 
proved shall be null and of no ef- 
feet. 


Sec. 7. And be it further enac- 
ted, That all township, district, 
and county officers, not herein 
otherwise provided for, shall be 
appointed or elected, as the case 
may be, in such manner as shall 
be provided by the governor and 
legislative assembly of the territo- 
ty of Utah. The governor shall 
nominate, and, by ‘and with the 
advice and consent of the legisla- 
tive council, appomt all officers 
not herein otherwise provided for; 
and in the first iustance the gov- 
ernor alone may appoint all said 
officers, who shall hold their offi- 
ces until the end of the first ses- 
sion df the legislative assembly, 
and shall lay off the necessary dis- 
tricts for members of the council 
and house of represesmtatives, and 
all other officers. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enact 
ted, That no member of the legis- 
lative assembly shall hold, or be 
appointed to, any office which 
shall have been created, or the sal- 
ary or emoluments of which shall 
have been increased, while he was 
a member, during the teim for 
which he was elected, aud for one 
year after the expiration of such 

“term; and no person holding a 
commission or appomtment under 
the United States, except postinis- 
ters, shall be a member of the le- 
gislative assembly, cr shall hold 
any office under the government of 
sad territory 

Sec. 9. And be it fuither enee- 
ted, That the judicial power of 
said teuitory shall he vested in a 
supreme court, district courts, pro- 
bate courts, and in justices of the 
peace. The supreme comt shall 
consist of a chief justice and two 
asscciate justicesany two of whem 
shall coustitute a querum,anrd who 
shall hold a term at the seat of go- 
vernmest of said terrtery annual- 
ly, and they shall held their offi- 
vas during the per dof feur years 
‘The said territery shell be divided 
mito three judicial districts, and a 
district cout shall be held in each 
of said districts by one of the jns- 
tices of the supreme court, at such 
time ond piece as may be rrescii- 


bed by law; and the said judges 
shall, after their appointments, 
respectively, reside in the districts 
which shall be assigned them. 
The jurisdiction of the several 
courts herein provided for, both 
appellate and original, and that of 
the probate courts and of justices 
of the peace, shall be as limited by 
law: Provided, That justices of 
the peace shall not have jurisdic- 
tion of any matter in controversy 
when the title er boundaries of 
land may be «in dispute, or where 
the debt or sum claimed shall ex- 
ceed one hundred dollars; and the 
said supreme and district courts 
respectively shall possess chancery 
as well as common law jurisdic- 
tion. Each district court, or the 
judge thereof, shall appoint ts 
clerk, who shall also be the regs- 
ter in chancery, and shall keep his 
office at the place where the court 
may be held. Writs of error,bills 
of exception, and appeals, shall be 
allowed in all cases from the final 
decisions of said district courts to 
the supremc court, under such re- 
gulatious as may be prescribed by 
law; but ın no case removed to the 
supreme cout shall trial by jury 
be allowed in said court = The su 
preme court, or the justices there- 
of, shall appoint its own clerk,and 
every clerk shall hold his office at 
the pleasure af the court for which 
he shall have been appointed 

Writs of error and appeals from the 
fual decisions of said supreme 
court shall be allowed, and may te 


‘taken to the supreme cout of the 


United States, in the same manner 
and under the same regulations as 
from the circuit cowts of the Un- 
ted States, where the value of the 
property or the amount in contre- 
versy, to Le ascertained by the 
cath or affirmation of either party, 
cx other competent witness, shall 
exceed one thousand dollais, e+ 
cept cr ly that, in all cases inve'- 
ving title to slaves, the said writ 
of encer oF apy eals shall be allowed 
and decided by the said supreme 
court. without regard to the value 
of the matter, property, or wile m 
controversy; and except, also,that 


a writ of error or appeal shall also 
be allowed to the supreme court 
of the Umted States, from the de- 
cisions of the said supreme court 
ereated by this act, or ofany judge 
thereof, or of the district coutts 
created by this act, or of any judge 
thereof, upon any writ of habeas 
corpus involving the question of 
personal freedom; and each of the 
said district courts shall have and 
exercise the same jurisdiction m 
all cases arising under the consti- 
tution and laws of the United 
States as 1s vested in the circuit 
and district courts of the United 
States; and the said: supreme and 
district courts of the said territo- 
ry,and the respestive judges there- 
of, shall and may grant writs of 
habeas corpus in all cases ın which 
the same are grantable by the 
judges of the United States ın the 
District of Columbia; and the first 
six days of every term of said 
courts, or so much thereof as shall 
be necessary, shall be appropriated 
to the trial of causes arising under 
the said constitution and laws,and 
writs of error, aud appeal, in all 
such cases, shall be made to the 
supreme court of said territo1y,the 
same as in other cases. The said 
clerk shall receive in all such ca- 
ses the same fees which the clerks 
of the district courts of Oregon 
terntery now receive for similar 
services. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enac- 
ted, That there shall be appointed 
an attorney for said territory, who 
shall continue ın office for four 
years, unless sooner removed by 
the president, and who shall re- 
ceive the same fees and salary as 
the attorney of the Umted States 
for the present territory of Oregon. 
There shall also be a marshal for 
the territory appointed, who shall 
hold his office for four yems, un- 
less sooner removed by the piesi- 
dent, and who shall execute all 
processes issuing from the said 
courts, when exercising their ju- 
lisdiction as circuit and district 
courts of the United States: he 
shall perform the duties, be subject 
to the same regulation anl penal- 


thes, and be entitled to the same 
fees as the marseal of the district 
court of the United States for the 
present territory of Oregon; and 
shall, in addition, be paid two hun- 
dred dollais annually as a compen- 
sation for extra services. 

Sec. 11. And beit further enac- 
ted, That the governor, secretary, 
chief justice and associate justices, 
attorney, and marshal, shall be 
nominated, and, by and with the 
advice and consent of the senate, 
appointed by the president of the 
United States. The governor and 
secretary to be appointed as afore- 
said shall, before they act as such 
respectively, take an oath or affir- 
mation, before the district judge, 
or some justice of the peace in the 
limits of said tenitory,. duly au- 
thonzed to admimister oaths and 
affirmations by the laws now in 
force therein, or before the chief 
justice or some associate justice of 
the supreme court of the United 
States; to support the constitution 
of the United States, and faithful- 
ly to discharge the duties of their 
respective offices, which said 
oaths, when so taken, shall be 
celtified by the person by whom 
the same shall have been taken, 
and such “certificates shall be re- 
ceived and recorded by the said 
secretary among the executive 
proceedings; and the chief justice 
and associate justices, and all oth- 
ers civil officers m said territory, 
before they act as such, shall take 
alike oath or affirmation, before 
the said goveinor or secretary, or 
some judge or justice of the peace 
of the territory who may be duly 
commissioned and qualified, which 
said oath or affirmation shall be 
certified and transmitted by the 
peison taking the same, to the sec- 
retary, to be by him i1ecorded as 
aforesud; and afterwards, the hke 
oath or affirmation shall be taken, 
certified, and 1ecorded, in such 
manner and form as may be pie- 
scribed by law The governor 
shall receive an annual salary cf 
fifteen hundred dollars ds goverr- 
er, and one thousand dollars as 
superintendent of Indian affairs 


: = 
The chief justice and assocjate jus 
tices shall each receive an\jannua 
salary of eighteen hundred folfars 
The secretary shall recerve'an an- 
nual salary of eighteen hundred 
dollais The said salaries shall be 
paid quarter-yearly, at the treasu- 
ry of the United States The 
membeis of the legislative assem- 
bly shall be entitled to receive 
thee dollars each per day during 
their attendance at the sessions 
thereof, and three dollars each for 
twenty mules travel, in going to 
and returning from the said sess- 
ions, estimated according to the 
nearest usually travelled 1oute.— 
There shall be apprepriated annu- 
ally the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars, to be expended by the gov- 
ernor to defray the contingent ex- 
penses of the teiritory There 
shall also be appropriated, annual- 
ly, a sufficient sum, to be expended 
by the secretary of the territory, 
and upon an estimate to be made 
by the secretary of the tieasury of 
the United States, to defray the 
expenses of the legislative assem- 
bly, the printing of the laws, and 
other incidental expenses; and the 
secretary of the territory shall an- 
nually account to the secietary of 
the treasury of the Unifed States 
for the manner in which the afore- 
said sum shall have been expen- 
ded. . 

Sec. 12 And be it further enac- 
ted, That the legislative assembly 
of the territory of Utah shall hold 
its fiist session at such time and 
place in said ternito1y as the gov- 
ernor thereof shall appoint and di- 
reet, and at said first session, or as 
scon thereafter as they shal] deem 
expedient, the governo: and legis- 
lative assembly shall proceed to 
locate and establish the seat of go- 
verament for said territory,atsuch 
place asthey may deem eligible; 
which place, however, shall theie- 
after be subject to be changed by 
the said governo) and legislative 
assembly. And the sum of twen- 
ty thousand dollars, out of any 
money m the treasury net other- 
wise appropriated, is hereby appro- 
priated and granted to said territo- 
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ry of Utah to be applied by the 
governor and legislative assembly 
to the erection of suitable public 
buildings at the seat of govern- 
ment. 

Sec. 13. And be it further enac- 
ted, That a delegate to the house 
of representatives of the United 
States, to serve during each con- 
gress of United States, may be e- 
lected by the voters qualified to 
elect members of the legislative 
assembly, who shall be entitled to 
the same rights and privileges aa 
are exercised and enjoyed by the 
delegates from the several other 
territories of the United States to 
the said house of representatives. 
The first election shall be held at 
such time and places, and be con- 
ducted in such manner, as the go- 
vernor shall appoint and direct; 
and at all subsequent elections,the 
times, places, and manner of hol- 
ding the elections shall be preseri- 
bed bylaw. The person having 
the greatest number of votes shall 
be declared by the governor to be 
duly elected, and a certificate 
thereof shall be given according- 
ly: Provided, That said delegates 
shall receive no higher sum for 
muleage than is allowed by law to 
the delegate from Oregon. 

Sec. 14 And be it further enac- 
ted, ‘Phat the sum of five thous- 
and dollars be, and the same is 
hereby, appropriated, out of any 
moneys in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, to be expended 
by and under the direstion of the 
said governor of the territory of 
Utah, in the purchase of a library, 
to be kept at the seat of govern- 
ment for the use of the governor, 
legislative assembly, judges of the 
supreme court, secretary, marshal, 
and attorney of said territory, and 
such other persons, and under such 
regulations as shall be prescribed 
by law. 

Sec. 15. And be it further enac- 
ted, That when the lands in the 
said territory shall be surveyed un- 
der the direction of the govern- 
ment of the United States, prepar- 
atory to bringing the same into 
market, sections numbered sixteen 


and thirty-six in each township in 
said territory shall be, and the 
same are hereby, reserved for the 
purpose of being applied to schools 
in said territory, and in the states 
and territories hereafter to be erec- 
ted out of the same. 

Sec. 16. And be it further enac- 
ted, That temporarily, and until 
otherwise ! provided by law, the 
governor of said territory may de- 
fine the judicial districts of said 
territory, and assign the judges 
who may be appointed for sad 
territory to the several districts, 
and also appoint the times and 
places for holding courts in thé 


several counties or sub-divisions/ 


in each of said judicial districts by 
proclamation to be issued by him; 
but the legislative assembly, at 
their first or any subsequent ses- 
sion, may organize, alter, or modi- 
fy such judicial districts, and as- 
sign the judges, and alter the times 
and places of holding the courts, 
as to them shall seem proper and 
convenient. 

Sec. 17. And be it further enac- 
ted, That the constitution and 
laws of the United States are here- 
by extended over and declared to 
be in force in said territory of 
Utah, so far as the same, or any 
provision thereof, may be appli- 
cable. Approved September 9.

EA AND COFFEE DEADLY 

POISONS. 

Extract of a letter from Dr.Bur- 
dell,dated New York,Jan.27, 1842. 

Mrs. Gove:—-In accordance 
with your request, I send the fol- 
lowing on tea and coffee, which 
isthe result of my own experi- 
Merits on various animals 

It is a law of the animal econo- 


my, that stimulants and excitants 
invariably result in 4-correspond- 
ing depression; and if the depress- 
10n goes beyond a certain point, 
death is the consequence. 

During my dental practice, I 
have had an opportunity of obser- 
ving! the condition of those of my 
patrons who were in the habit of 
drinking strong tea, and I have 
found that such persons have 
weak,uritable and sensitive nerves 
—also their offspring. This led 
me to make some experiments,the 
results of which I now present to 
the public. 

I took a pound of young hyson 
tea and steeped it in soft water, 
and boiled 1t down to half a pint. 
I then procured a rabbit of about 
three months old, and kept it 
without food a sufficient length of 
time tp leave the stomach empty. 
I then gave it ten drops of the de- 
coction, holding tts head in a po- 
sition to cause the fluid to enter 
the stomach. The animal appear- 
ed to be somewhat exhilarated for 
the space of three or four minutes, 
then laid down on its side and be- 
gan moaning, asif in great dis- 
tress; and m about ten minutes 
from the time of my administering 
the dose, its ‘struggles ended in 
death, the hmbs being distended 
and very stiff. 

I also tried the effects of tea on 
a cat of the same age, after, mak- 
ing another decoction from black 
tea, which the person who sold ıt 
said was of the best quality, and 
highly recommended by a celebra- 
ted physician to a lady ın delicate 
health. The decoction was stron- 
ger, as I boiled ıt down to less 
thanagill The results were the 
same, only more rapid, as the ani- 
mal ceased to breathe ın less than 
three minutes, although the dose 
was not as large as I gave the 
rabbit, being but eight drops 

I have used the decoction of tea 
for destroying the nerves of the 
teeth, asa substitute for mineral 
poisons. Arsenic is used by many 
dentists for the purpose 

Again I took a pound of coffee 
in its natural state, and boiled it in 


the same manner as I did the tea, 
and administered ın the same way, 
but had much difficulty in keeping 
it in the stomach long enough to 
produce much effect, before it was 
thrown eff by vomiting. But 
when it could be kept down for 
any- length of time, it destroys 
lıfe, but took longer to do it than 
tea. 

My last experiment was in try- 
ing the effects-of tea and coffee on 
frogs. The former weuld make 
them jump three or four feet at 
first; but the leaps grew shorter 
and shorter, untul they were inca- 
pable of drawing up the hind legs 
for another jump, and soon expir- 
ed

will ask, “af tea and coffee are pol- 
soneus, why do they not kill those 
who use them, as you say they 
did the cat and rabbit?” Yes, but 
can you tell why rum and brandy 
do not kill people instantly? Are 
you not aware that the capabilities 
of the system aie such, that you 
can, by the use of infinitesimal do- 
ses of poison, so accustem the sys- 
tem to its use, as to enable you, 
eventually, to take a quantity, 
without any immediate perceiva- 
ble deleterious effect.—which if 
taken by one not accustomed to it, 
would kill him instantly? Men 
have drank rum and brandy for 
forty and fifty years, and apparent- 
ly enjoyed good health. Buta 
post mortem examination after 
death, proved that the stomach 
was utterly destroyed by these 
drinks. So with tea and coffee; 
you may accustom the system to 
them, and maintain hfe for a time 
even against such a powerful an- 
tagonist, but the end 1s sure defeat 
and death Health and lifecannot 
be sustained long against such 
fearful odds. Pure, cold water is 
the only natural drink of mar, 
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And did men eat only what is a- 
dapted to the constitution, 1n ats 
simple and natural state, they 
would not deluge their stomachs 
as they too often do with water. 
if men harmonized with the laws 
of their nature, would they require 
but little if any drink but that 
which constitutes a part of the 
fruits and vegetables given them 
for food?—[Ed. H.J.
